In Senate Mail—Shipping Probe 


Here are some of the principal figures in the Senate committee investiga- 
tion into shipping deals and mail contracts now in progress at the capi- 
tal. Senator Hugo Black of Alabama is chairman of the committee before 
which it was revealed Henry Herberman, of New York, acquired $42,- 
000,000 worth of ships and $18,000,000 worth of mail contracts from the 
government with initial capital of $1,000 and $4,000 goodwill. Relations 
that existed between Herberman and T. V. O'Connor, former chairman 
of the Shipping Board at the time of the deal are under scrutiny, as is 
the part which C. Bascam Slemp, of Virginia, former secretary to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, played in the negotiations. Robert P. Lament, former 
Secretary of Commerce, is mentioned in the probe as having approved 
extension of a loan to Herberman's corporation when its liabilities were 
far in excess of its assets. It was further charged that Herberman's com- 


pany carried U. S. mail at a cost of $66,000 a pound.

The funds would be distributed 
within the counties by committees 
selected by the commlssiaoners' 
courts and approved by the state 
commission.

AUSTIN, Oct. 6.—(&h-The house 
of representatives today refused 
to adopt a resolution asking Gov- 
Miriam A. Ferguson to submit ad- 
justment of salaries of state em- 
ployes, reduced an average of 98 
per cent at the regular session. 
Representative T. H. McGregor 
of Austin, where most of the state 
employes reside, opposed the reso- 
lution, 
"If the employes are not satis- 


fied with their salaries, let them 
resign," McGregor said. "We can 
fill all the offices from the govern- 
ors' office to the porters with just 
as competent people- within 48 
hours." 
The resolution was defeated 82 


to 27. 
The house refused to concur in 
senate amendments to a bill re- 
ducing license fees on farm trucks 
by approximately 50 per centt and 
asked for a conference committee. 
A bill to provide for regulation 


of rates of all utilities by 
the 
railroad commission 
was 
killed 


when the house refused to print it 
on minority'report. 


Senate Passes BUI. 


AUSTIN, Oct. 8.—(IP)—The sen- 
ate today passed a house bill to 
create a revolving fund so that 
discharged convicts may receive 
their payments in cash regardless 
of whether or not there is a defic- 
it in the state's general revenue 
fund. 
Another bill passed by the senate 


would change the terms of court 
in the 119th judicial district, com- 
prising coleman, Concho, Runnels, 
and Tom Green counties.

Senator W. R. Cousins of Beau- 
mont to authorize navigation dis- 
tricts to borrow funds from the 
federal government to purchase or 
enlarge wharves, warehouses, belt 
rallrlads and all other facilities 
necessary towards the operation 
or development of ports or water 
ways.

On Bond Relief 


AUSTIN, Oct. 6.—W)—Legisla- 
tion to provide for disbursement 
of state bond relief funds con- 
tinued in preliminary stages in 
the legislature today with only 
seven more working days of the 
special session remaining. 
A' bill submitted by Governor 
Ferguson setting out the admin- 
istration's plan for relief was laid 
before the house yesterday and 
recommitted 
to

committee along with other pro- 
posals on the same subject . 
A senate sub-committee work- 
ing on a bill for submissoln to 
the upper \ branch reported that 
it had agreed on details of a 
bill but had not completed the 
draft 
A sub-committee of 
the 


house judiciary 
committee was 
appointed to iron out differences 
in house bills on bond legists 
tlon. 


The governor's bill provided for 
continuation of the Texas rehabil- 
itation and relief commission as 
the disbursement agency. Pro- 
posals had been offred In each 
house to oust the cpmmisslon 
and replace it with another agen- 
cy. 


.The senate state affairs com- 


mittee voted a favorable report 
to a bill to re-enact as a separ- 
ate statute a Iw, which became 
effective September 1, legalizing 
the certificate system of wager- 
nig on horse races. The bill also 
would legalize wagering on dog 
races. 
The law was enacted as 
a rider on the general appropria- 
tion bill. 


A bill to allow the dairy in- 
dustry to adopt a state code to 
bring production down to con- 
sumption and increase prices was 
killed in the house.

L. Manion was sentenced to two 
years imprisonment and 
fined $10,- 


000 and Grover C. Bevill was sen- 
tenced to 14 months in prison to- 
day for assisting in the Labor Di^ 
escape of Harvey Bailey from 
the Dallas county jail. 


William H. Atwell, federal judge, 


before whom Manion and Bevill 
were tried this week, pronounced 
the sentences and ordered that the 
men be taken to 
Leavenworth. 


Defense attornes at once announc- 
ed the case would be appealed. 


Robert L. Hurt, district attor 


ney, then asked the court to turn 
the men over to the state for trial 
here on an indictment similar to 
the federal court count. 
Before affixing 
the penalties. 


Judge Atwell said that the nature 
of tho crime was so serious that 
he had difficulty in deciding on 
the penalties. He said the com- 
munity and the nation as a whole 
had been shocl^d by the revela 
tlons following Bailey's escape. 
The judge said that although 


found guilty on five counts in the 
federal indictment, Manion 
and 


Bevill were sentenced as though 
found guilty of one offense. Giv- 
en an opportunity to address the 
court, Bevill pleaded for leniency, 
asserting that he had been in dif- 
ficulty 
with operation 
of his 
butcher shop, that at the time he 
aided the Bailey escape he didn't 
realize the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, that he had since realized his 
error and 
had told 
authorities 
the whole truth. 


Manion thanked the court for a 
fair and, impartial trial. 
"Even though I have been found 
guilty by a jury, I am an inno- 
cent man," he said. 


Judge Atwell then pronounced 
sentence. 


"I sentence you, Bevill, to 14 
months in Leavenworth prison,1' 
he said. 
"And I sentence you, 
Manion, to two years' imprison- 
ment at Leavenworth and I also 
sentence you to pay a fine of $10,- 
000."

UNKNOWN HEROES. 


The heroic role being 


played by three unidentified 
scientists in an effort to find 
the cause of "sleeping sick- 
ness" now epidemic in St. 
Louis is not an unusual one 
for members of the medical 
profession. The latter's rec- 
ord has in it many similar 
casee in 
which nfembers 


have risked their lives in an 
effort to advance the wel- 
fare of humanity. In some, 
the supreme sacrifice has 
been made. 


For several months the 


nation's best medical brains 
have been trying to end the 
St. Louis epidemic, which 
has taken more than 100 
lives. Recognizing the ne- 
cessity of learning the cause 
of the disease before a cure 
oould be expected to be 
found, experiments having 
this as their aim were be- 
gun. It was believed that if 
the means of transmission 
of the disease from one per- 
son to another 
could 
be 


found, an important step to- 
ward discovering the cause 
would be made. Monkeys 
and rabbits at first were 
used in these experiments. 
Mosquitoes, after being per- 
mitted to bite victims of the 
disease, were placed in con- 
tact with these animals. The 
test was unsuccessful. 


Three scientists, t h e i r 


names withheld, then volun- 
teered themselves as sub- 
jects, apparently on the the- 
ory that monkeys and rab- 
bits might possess a resist- 
ance to'the disease not com- 
mon with man. Their offer 
was accepted and they took 
the place of the monkeys 
and rabbits. From 10 to 14 
days will be required to de- 
termine the success or fail- 
ure of the experiment. 


With their identity con- 


cealed, they can not be ac- 
cused of courting publicity, 
which has become an all too 
common practice in many 
walks of professional and 
private life. They are risk- 
ing their lives in the hope 
that whatever sacrifice they 
may have to make will be of 
help to humanity. They are 
unknown heroes in a great 
cause. 


The public may never 


know their names, but it, 
nevertheless, 
will acclaim 


and honor them for their un- 
selfish devotion to a lofty 
purpose. It is to such men 
as these that the medical 
profession owes much of its 
high standing.

UNITED PATRIOTISM 
CAPITALAND LADOR 


SAYS PRESENT NO TIME TO 
SEEK SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


OR PERSONAL GAIN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.— 


(fl>)—President Roosevelt to- 
day called for a united "un- 
selfish patriotism" on the 
part of capital and labor in 
support of his recovery ef- 
forts. 


Dedicating the American 


Federation 
of 
Labor 
memorial 
monument to Ha late president, 
Samuel Oompers, Mr. Roosevelt 
«ald the "overwhelming majority" 
of workers and employer* under- 
stood "that .this is no time to seek 
special privilege, undue advantage 
or personal gain." 
But he said 
some 
employers 
"prefer government by a privileged 
class" and some 
workers 
were 
"hot-heads who think that results 
can be obtained by noise or vio- 
lence. 
The President likened the latter, 
as Woodrow Wilson did in the war 
days, to horses seeking to "kick 
over the traces" and said these 
would have to be "lassoed" and 
"put in a corral." 
He urged a quick settlement of 
labor's jurisdictional problems to 
prevent a slowing up of the gen- 
eral program anil then added: 
"There are the perfectly natural 
problems 
of 
selfish individuals 
who icek personal gain by run- 
ning counter to the calm judgment 
of sound leadership. 
There are hot-heats who think 
that results can be obtained by 
noise or violence; there are in- 
sldldious voices seeking to Instill 
methods or principles which are 
wholly foreign to the American 
form of democratic government. 
"On the part of employers there 
are some who shudder at anything 
new. There are some who think 
in terms of dollars arid cents in- 
stead of in-terms of human lives; 
there ar» some who themselves 
would prefer government by a 
privileged .class Instead of by ma- 
jority rule. 
"But it Is clear that the sum of 
the 
recalcitrants 
on both sides 
cut* a very "small figure in the 
total of employers aifd employees 
alike, who are going along whole- 
heartedly In the war against de- 
pression." 
Mr. Roosevelt praised the 
life 
work of Qompers as a labor lead- 
er and said the present federation 
and ts affnations "are in a broad 
sense giving the same kind of 
fine cooperation to your govern- 
ment which. Samuel Gompers and 
his accoslates gave to thai: same 
government In the old days." He 
concluded:

Dedication Address 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
The text of President Doosevelt's 
address at the dedication of the 
Samuel Gompers Memorial monu- 
ment: 


It la fitting that In the capital 


of the nation a statue 
should 
stand through the ages, to remind 
future generations of the services 
to that nation of a patriot who 
served his country well. It is fit- 
ting that the government, through 
its representatives, 
should take 
part in the dedication of this mon- 
ument. It Is fitting that I should 
appear here In my official capac- 
ity; but it is also fitting that I 
should be here in my personal ca- 
pacity, as one who has always 
been proud of the personal friend- 
ship which he held for many years 
with Samuel Gompers. 
I knew, him first when as a. 
very young man I came to New 
York City and received his fine 
support in the establishment 'of 
pure milk stations for the feeding 
of undernourished babies. 
From 
then on, we had many mutual 
tasks. It is, I think, a commen- 
tary on the progress towards BO 
cial justice which we have* ac- 
complished in a short space of 
time, when I tell you that in the 
year 1911—only 
22 years 
ago— 
Samuel Gompers. Robert F. Wag- 
ner, Alfred E. Smith and I were 
labeled as radicals when we fought 
for and finally succeeded in DaisB- 
ing a bill through the New York 
state legislature, limiting the work 
of women in Industry to 51 hours 
week. 


Initiated Reforms. 
These early struggles for social 


betterment—struggles 
which 
In 
large part were initiated by him— 
have met with growing success 
with every passing year. I like 
to think that Samuel Gompers is 
today, and at this moment, aware 
of the fact that through the quick 
and practical action of the nation- 
al recovery act. child labor In the 
United States has tt last come to 
an end, 
- 


During the years of the Wilson 
idministratlon, the friendship be- 
tween us grew and strengthened. 
I need not speak of hi:, great 
service to organized labor in theii- 
relations with-private employers; 
but I can speak rightfully of tho 
splendid co-operation which at all 
times he gave to the sympathetic 
adjustment of problems relating 
to workers for the government It- 
self. He understood well the fact 
that those who serve the govern- 
ment serve the people as a whole. 


It was in the fulfillment of this 
principle that he approached the 
whole subject of the' relationship 
of labor to the government at the 
outbreak of the World war. As a 
member of the advisory committee 
of the council of national defense, 
he was a part of that great organ- 
ization which met the crisis, of 
war. But more than that, it wag 
his patriotic leadership for the un- 
animous mobilization of the work- 
ers in every part of the union 
which supplemented the mobiliza- 
tion of the men who went to the 
front. 


Admired Byt Wilson.

In the field of organized labor 
there are problems just aa there 
were in the spring of 1917—ques- 
tions of jurisdiction which have to 
be settled quickly and effectively 
in order to prevent the slewing up 
of the general program.
